DR. NORMAN MacLEOD ON BRITISH 
. . ,RULE-IN INDIA. :- 

This eminent divine was entertained at a 
banquet during his stay in Calcutta, His 
Excellency the Viceroy waa present, . In 
the course of his reply to the toast of his 
name, : oo 

“Dr MacLeod said he could not find words 
to express his thanks—to be aufticiently. 
grateful. for the. warm-hearted reception 
which he and bis beloved: friend Dr Watson. 
had met with?’ He hoped, however, that 
he had too much sense to suppose that auch 
a meeting aa the ‘present waa merely to do 
honor to them as individuals or as Tepre- 
sentatives: of the Church of Scotland: He 
was glad rather to believe that having been 
sent forth with no séctarian or political ob- 
ject, but cordially backed up by men of all 
parties‘st home ib order to gather facts and 
to do what good they could for India in 
the years of life which might remain to 
them, was the'trie teagon of their mission 
eing 20 cordially recognised, . Ha hoped 
that. they would be considered on-the com- 
pletion of their task as men who had done 
‘thoir duty. His mind had already received 
one or two lasting impressions. One was 
the grandeur of the Britiah rule in India, 
Lé was--diftoult to’ realise that this: vast 
continent. was governed, by a small knot of 


English gentlemen, whose palaco was a 


tent—wliose sceptre was a riding whip— 
and whose crown was a gola topea. It was 
to -him os if afew men had apportioned the 
government. of Europe between them—one 
sayiug-“T’ll take Eugland and Seatland”— 
and another ‘As it is of such little trouble 
T have no objection to manage Ireland "-—a 
third undertaking Spain and Portugal— 
and’zo on, “‘his'to him was marvellous, 
He had travelled much in other lands 
supposed to be fat more civilised ~ and 
had found one companion generally neces- 
aary by one’s. side—a. pistol. This was 
not the cage in India, From Caloutta 
to the Khyber men were living in peace 
under the protection of just and righteous 
Tule, and this was. another impression that 
forced itself so strongly upon him that this 
order and tranquillity was owidg to British 
rule witheut which it could not have been 
obtained, and without which it could not 
fora moment bé kept. - Holding this im- 
pressiun it did appour atrange to him that 
India held ‘such’ little’ intlnence .in: the 
minds of mon at ‘home. ‘This could not 
but. bo acutely felt by Indian-statesmen re- 
turning to England: - A man who has had 
the wolfare of. thousands depending-upon 
his sonse of truth and integrity goes home 
‘after years’ of hard .and anxious labor to 
fiud in England that his name even in his 
own county is lesa known than that of sone 
town councillor or orator on water tates, 
Till times change such a man must be con- 
‘tent with the ‘simple but proud conscious- 
ness of having served his country, und must 
look only to his-God and: his own heart, 
for confirmation that he did his duty. The 
present position of the Englishman in India 
1s one of the most ramarkable facts in the 
history of nations, Its like has never. been 
wituessed in any of the governments of the 
world. “It made him just] proud of his 
counirymen—proud, tvo,. of the Missiona: 
ries-in Iudia. “He was vary sceptical about 
what were called facts, and therefore when 
he really caught’a fact he clung to it—and 
one thing he-felt certain was a fact—that 
Missionaries had done much good to India, 
Tt was true that theré was still’a great gulf 
between European” and Nutivos. India 
might be compared to a gréat ship'in which 
the: Natives ‘wore the crew and the Euro: 
peans the passengers who, hurrying. to and 
fro, havo little time tocare aboutthe former, 
But ‘Christianity was the key to unlock the 
door of separation, a :
